COMMISSION INSTRUCTED 


TO REPORT 10 COUNCIL 


Effect Was 
Adopted After Several Lively 
Talks—Council Wants the 
Features of Charter To 
Its Drafting. 


As had been expected, the cff council 
look steps at its regular meeting yes- 
terday afternoon t@ have the new char- 
ter now being prepared by the charter 
revision committee referred to it before 
the paper goes to the legislature. 

For some time it has been known that 
there was a slight difference between the 
city council and the charter committee 
in that the charter committee did not 
intend to refer its work to council to go 
over. This determination became known 
only through individual statements by 
members of the committee, but enough of 
them have expressed themselves openly 
for it to be known ‘that they did net in- 
tend to refer the new charter back to 
council. That council so understood the 
matter was evidenced by its action yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The first matter in connection with the 
mew charter came up when the follow- 
ing resolution by Alderman Woodward 
was introduced: 

“Whereas, The committee on the re- 
vision of the charter of the city of At- 
lanta deems it prober to insert a clause 


making it unlawful for councilmen or al- 
dermen to be placed upon any board of 
the city for less than a period of one year 
after the expiration of their term as alder- 
man or councilman; and, 

“Whereas, While we may thoroughly 
agree with that principle, it would appear 
that the change does not reach far 
enough in the imterest of the city. 

“Therefore, be fit resolved tat the com- 
mittee on legislation is hereby instructed 
to have prepared an amendment to the 
city charter providing that no member 
of the. charter revision committee shall be 
eligible to membership upon any board 
of the city government for a term of not 
less than one year after the adoption of 


the revised charter by the state legisla- | 


ture.”’ 

This resolution was adopted unanimous- 
ly and if it goes through the legislature 
It will mean several important changes in 
the city government. It will mean that 
the chairman of the charter revision com- 
mittee, Judge George Hillyer, will be 
ineligible for the water boat; it will 
mean that Captain English, a member 
of the committee, will be ineligible for 
the police board; it will mean that Colo- 
nel W, T. Moyers cannot be appointed to 
serve next year on the park board. In 
fact, it will effect more tha® one mem- 
ber of the charter revision committee 
who now hold office in the city boards. 

The amendment may not be placed in 
the new charter as prepared by the char- 
ter committee, but council will ask the 
legislature to pass it. 

The Key Resolution. 

The second step that came as a hitofA 
with the charter committee was in the 
shape of a resolution by Councilman 
Key, and after a heated debate and some 
of the most sensational speeches made in 
council in a long time, it was adopted. 

Following is the resolution in full: 

“Be it resolved, That whereas, a com- 
mittee known as the charter revision 
committee has heretofore been appointed 
by his honor, the mayor, under a resolu- 
tion of this body to revise the charter 
of the city of Atlanta and propose such 
amendments, changes and modifications 
as are thought in their judgment to be 


wise and useful; and, 
“Whereas, Said committee has labored 


jong and arduously upon the matter in 


hand and, according to the time lIimita- 
tion, will be soon ready to make thelr 
report; and, 

‘Whereas, The matter of the change of 
the organic law of the city and the meth- 
od of its government is of the supremest 
importance to the people of Atlanta and 
of the greatest concern to all classes of 
its people; therefore, be It 

‘Resolved, That the said charter revi- 
sion <ommittee is requested to report to 
this body their actions and doings in 
the premises, and file with the clerk of 
this body a copy of said report with the 
proposed amendments, changes and alter- 
ations that they may agree upon that the 
mayor and genera) council, the electea 
representatives of the people, may con- 
sider and pass upon the matters therein 
contained.”’ 

A copy of this resolution will be sent to 
the charter revision committee when it 
meets this afternoon, but what action 
will be taken upon it-is a matter that 
cannot be forecasted. 

The resolution was not passed until 
several very strong speeches had been 
made upon the subject of the new charter. 
Councilman Kontz was the first to secure 
the floor. He opposed the resolution and 
said that he thought it would be slapping 
the charter committee in the face. He 
spoke for some time advancing his argu- 
ments. 

Councilman Hill was the next speaker, 
and he made one of his characferistic ar- 
guments. 

He said that the people he represented 
along with Councilman Howel] and Al- 


‘ferman Longino objected to parts of the 


new charter and that he intended to fight 
it as long as he was able to stand. He 
called attention to the solemn contract 
that the city had with West End an:l 
how it had been violated in the proposed 
changes of the ward lines. He declared 
that the Key resolution was nothing but 
right and that it should be adopted.

Carbondale, Ills., June 16.—The race war 
which has been in progress at Eldorado. 
Ills., since May 29, when a mob attacked 
the ‘Colored Normal and Industrial insti- 
tute, still continues. The homes of col- 
ored citizens have been stoned, warnings 
sent the occupants to leave the vicinity, 
and shots fired into their homes late at 
night. Many, through fear, have left. 
Many have sacrificed their homes and in 
some instances their crops. Only five 
families remain, and two of them will 
leave at once, 

A mob visited Rev. Peter Green, of the 
African Methodist church, last night and 
stoned his house. Some of the white 
residents profess to fear that colored labor 
will be used in the mines which are be- 
ing opened in that victnitvy. J. F. All- 
ston, president of the normal, has been 
chosen head of the school for life, ac- 
cording to the incorporation at Spring- 
field, and against film an intense feeling 
exists.

medical experts as to insanity. 

The motion for'a mistrial was made 
on the ground that the solicitor de- 
clared the prisoner was feinging insanity 
while cross examining a witness, Judge 
Candler overruled the motion. 

The proceedings of the insanity trial 
are reversed from those on the trial of 
the main issue. The prisoner makes the 
plea that he is insane at the present 
time, and the burden is, therefore, on 
him to prove such plea. Accordingly the 
witnesses for the defense testify first. 
Qn a regular criminal trial the burden 
is on the state to prove the allegations 
in the indictment and its testimony is 
heard first. ; 

The defense introduced three experts, 
who had examined the prisoner In the 
Tower, and they have two more yet to 
testify as well as about fourteen other 
witnesses. The state will likely begin the 
introduction of testimony this afternoon, 
and the indications are that the trial will 
not conclude before Thursday. More than 
sixty witnesses were called and sworn 
by both sides yesterday morning. 

The three experts who testified yester- 
day were Drs. Ed Griffin, T. V. Hub- 
bard and W. F. Westmoreland. Dr. Grif- 
fin gave it as his opinion that Lee {is af- 
flicted with a form of mental epilepsy; 
Dr. Hubbard that his condition is due to 
incipient epilepsy which he said is dimf- 
cult to distinguish from insanity, and 
Dr. Westmoreland that the form of his 
trouble is paranola. It will be remem- 
bered that the plea In the case of Edward 
Flanagan, the DeKalb county mwrderer, 
was that he was a paranoic. 

A feature of the trial was action taken 
by Judge,Candler in stopping wagons 
from passing along Hunter street by the 
court house.

Mrs. Roosevelt’s Recent Ill- 
ness Much More Serious 
Than First Reported. 


FIRST LADY WEAKENED

Anxiety for Safety of Her Husband

Washington, June 16.—(Speelal.)—A 
New York newspaper which poses as 
press agent of the stork that pays visits 
to the households of Washington official 
society contains this rather remarkable 
story: 

“Mrs. Roosevelt’s recent {!liness was 
much more serious than was reported at 
the time. Although of unusually strong 
physique, she succumbed suddenly on the 
eve of the reception to the French dele- 
gation at the Rochambeau exercises. Mrs. 
Roosevelt was greatly debilitated by the 
trip to Charleston. It occurred at a time 
when she was peculiarly susceptible to 
nervous influence and her mind was con- 
stantly racked for her husband's soctetv. 
She made it a point to appear with him 
on all occasions fn public, indeed he was 
beyond her sight for hardly a minute dur- 
ing the whole trip. The long reception at 
which she was forced to stand and re- 
ceive the thousands who presented them- 
selves broke down Mrs. RKoosevelt’s 
strength. Her guardianship of the presi- 
dent was purchased at great cost. While 
superintending the preparations for the 
Rochambeau reception she was suddenly 
taken fll. As a result the stork has flown 
from the white house and all of Mra. 
Roosevelt's plans for the summer have 
been changed.”

MORE PAY FOR POSTMASTERS. 


Additions Have Been Made to the 
| Salaries of 2,000. 


Washington, June 16.—In the readjust- 
ment of salaries of the postmasters at 
presidential postoffices, just completed, 
2,60 postmasters on July 1 next will re- 
ceive increased salaries aggregating 
$252,200. 

The inéreases this year number 39 In 
excess of last year, the largest in the 
history of the postal service. 

There will be 219 reductions, aggregat- 
ing $25,800. This is below the average. 

Twenty-four offices of the second class 
will be advanced to the first class and 
110 from the third to the second class. 

Three hundred and twenty-one have 
been advance4 from the fourth to the 
third class during the year, the largest 
number in the history of the service.

More Trouble for the Man

Waller’s Interview in San Francisco 
Has Angered Roosevelt, and 
President May Order An- 
other Courtmartial—Of- 
ficers Must Not Talk.

Maior L. W. T. Waller, of the Marine 
corps, who was courtmartialed for 
executing the orders of Brigadier Gen- 
eral Jacob S& Smith in the island of Sa- 
mar, has been called to account by 
Secretary of the Navy Mvody for the in- 
terview ke gave on Friday last upon 
his arrival at San Francisco Unless 
Major Waller explicitly denies the in- 
terview, he is in danger of being severily 
reprimanded or even courtmartialed.

Never 
theless, it is known that Secretary 
Moody’s attenion was called to the inter- 
view, and he sharply condemned it. 
The president also cbjected to the inter- 
view, the more so becavse in his repri- 
mand of Lieutenant General Miles some 
menths ago, he gave both services to un- 
derstend that he did not propose to per- 
mit officers to make statements crificis. 
ing their euperiors in either service. 

In the interview credited to Major 
Waller, he is regarded as having reflected 
upon the authorities in Washington and 
as having made statements which were 
higaly objectionable not fo much on ac- 
count of the words themselves as be- 
cause of the insinuations they convey. 
The rtatement to which the president 
and Secretary Moody too: perticular ex- 
ception was this: 

“I know who cxused that courtmartial, 
‘L snow who brought it forward. I 
know who was at the back of it all, and 
Washington knows rcs much.” 

It was reported this afternoon that 
Secretary Mcody telegraphed Saturday 
to Major Weller and asked him to report 
at once whether he had mede the state- 
ments attributed to him and it is fur- 
ther said that Major Waller te‘egraphed 
in reply a broad denial. Majcr Waller 
is on his way from 8an Francisco to New 
York and upon his arriva)] at the latter 
point, he will be expected to communi- 
cate to the department an official letter 
stating explicitly if all or ény part of 
the interview is coriect. 

Major Waller's alleged § insinuation 
about Washington lLeing responsible for 
his courtmartial is believed to he due 
to his belief that an effort was made 
while he was in the Phiiippines to pre- 
vent his promotion to the grade of 
ricadier goneral when Brigadier General 
Heywood, commandant of the corps, re- 
tires next year. Major Wabller’s friends 
have not hesitated to say trat the staff 
of the marin. corps has its eye on the 
office of commandant for one cf its 
members and that it has gone out of its 
way tc besmirch the record of every 
officer who had a chance of being con- 
sid2red in connection with the position.

Washington, June 16.—(Special.)—The iIn- 
dications are that it is all up with the 
Cuban bill. The beet sugar people have 
whipped their fight and there will fn all 
probability be no legislation at this ses- 
sion. 
The administration leaders of the sen- 
ate have, after a careful canvass of the 
situation, found that a sufficiently large 


number of the insurgents are fn earnest — 


to prevent any legislation except on theft 
own lines. The one distinctive adminis- 
tration measure, the one upon which 
President Roosevelt and his lieutenants 
have counted for the greatest credit to 
the administration, seems, therefore, 
daomed to farlure. 

The republican perty fe divided against 
itself. There are sores, gaping wounds, 
all along the line. The president fs turned 
down, the leaders of the senate have 
been shorn of their power to lead and 
the session will end fn a few days with 
the administration suffering an Inglorious 
defeat. 

Tonight the administration leaders made 
a final canvass of the beet sugar repub- 
licans and found that all their efforts ta 
break down those insurgents have failed. 
There are nineteen of these. 

Insurgents Stand Firm. 

It {s only within the past two days, 
since the failure of the president's mes- 
sage to stampede the men who disagreed 
with him on this question, that Senators 
Aldrich, Lodge, Foraker and the other 
leaders of the faithful have realized the 
earnestness of the opposition. Up to that 
time they had Mugheé at Bu*rows. El- 
kins, Scott, Dietrich and the other insur- 
gents, had sneered at them, had felt con- 
fident of driving them into line. Even 
only today some of these leaders talked 
with great confidenc® but the wiser 
among them were dubious, and tonight, 
after satisfying themselves that they 
would probably be unable to make in- 
roads into the ranks of the insurgents, 
they practically gave up the fight. 

There will in all probability be no fur- 
ther effort at Cuban legislation at this 
session. The republican senafors will air 
their differences in conference on Wednes- 
day. The Spooner bill for a 20 per nt 
reduction will be fOrmulated at a méet- 
ing of the republicans of the Cuban com- 
mittee tomorrow, and this bill will be 
presented to the conference Wednesday. 
Tonight's poll satisfies the leaders that 
the beet sugar senators will stand out 
almost to a man. This being the case, 
the whole business will be dropped.

On 
the other hand, the president feels any- 
thing but kindly to the men who have 
all the time been telling him that things 
would be all right in the senate, but wno 
have, according to his view of it, failed 
to make them right. In view of the de- 
feat staring them in the face, the wisest 
of these men who have een urging the 
adoption of the administration bill have 
decided that the evidences of pafty har- 
mony must be preserved, even if the 
Substance is there, and: they are now 
paving the way for harmonious retreat. 
Tail Wagging Dog. 

So long as the beet sugar senators will 
not come with them in the support of 
President Roosevelt's pet measure, they 
will join with the beet sugar men and 
agree that there shall be no legislation at 
- this session. It may be a case of the 
tail wagging the dog, but they propose 
to make it as pleasant an operation for 
the dog as possible. All the beet sugar 
people have been striving for has been 
to prevent the passage of any bill reduc- 
ing the tariffs upon the products of Cuba, 
They are, of course, willing to harmonize 
with anybody upon that proposition. 

About the best the administration mén 
will get out of the controversy will be an 
agreement that the president shall go 
ahead and negotiate a reciprocity treaty 
with Cuba during the recess. This will 
not méet the requirement of speedy ac- 
tion which has been urged by the presi- 
dent in his messages, and it will place it 
in the power of one-third of .. senate 
to defeat ratification of the treaty, but it 
ig the best the administration can get 
out of the muddle. By way of excuse for 
their failure, they are. talking about this 
eliminating the h@use from the equation 
when the matter comes up again, and 
about their being assured of enough votes 
to ratify such a treaty if made. The best 
that cam possibly be said of this talk 
is that it is cold comfort. 

That the president had realized. what 
was coming was shown by apparently 
inspired white house announcements early 
in the day that so far as thé president 
was concerned he would rest upon his 
last message and would make no further 
effort to convert the members of his party 
who were holding out against his views. 

Trying To Stand from Under. 

This announcement was made doubly 
significant by an evident effort to get out 
from under the reciprocity proposition. 
Heretofore the strongest argument ad- 
vanced by Senators Aldrich, Lodge, Han- 
na and the others who have heen crying 
for reciprocity, has been that republi- 
cans must not desert the president upon 
& measure which he had made so dis- 
tinctly a part of his administration policy, 
Now ‘there Is a change of front and it 
is gravely announced at the white house 
that the president's chief interest in reci- 
pragity comes from the fact that it was 
a part of President McKinley's policy, 
which is naturally interpreted as very 
much like an effort to shift the whole re- 
sponsibility to the former administration, 
It is a pitiable come down in view of the 
fact that President Roosevelt has been 
endeavoring to take to his administration 
all the credit for the victory which he has 
so confidently counted upon. 

The sum total of results shows that the 
‘republicans have failed utterly in their 
efforts to legislate upon the livest ques- 
tion before this congress.

Clayton, of Alabama, Smashes Plan

Washington, June 6.—(Special.)—Rrepre- 
sentative Clayton, of Alabama, led an 
interesting and successful fight today 
against a miniature ship subsidy Dill.

ANOTHER CHANCE FOR HOBSON. 


He Is Granted Leave of Absence and 


May Be Retired. 

Washington, June 16.—(Special.)—Cap- 
tain Richmond Pearson Hobson was today 
granted a threé months’ leave of absence 
and it is stated that upon the expiration 
of that leave he is to again go before the 
retiring board. Captain Hobson is sstill 
very much troubled with his eyes and he 
thinks his case is one of which the retir- 
ing board can take cognizance. When he 
went before tnat body before the mem- 
bers of the board held that the trouble 
with his eyes being prospective in its 
nature rather than present, they could not 
declare him incapacitated for service in 
the construction corps. It was because 
of this holding that special bills for his 
retirement were introduced in both houses 
of congress. The senate committee re- 
ported favorably upon the senate bil] and 
that is now on the calendar. The house 
committee has, however, decided to post- 
pone action until next session. 

Hobson Bill Opposed. 

The members of the house committee 
do not attempt to conceal that they are 
opposed to the retirement requested. They 
say that in their opinion Captain Hobson 
should be transferred to the line, and 
when the matter comes before them some 
such proposition is likely to be made. 
There is much opposition to this from line 
officers whom Hobson ranks. At the 
navy department the belief is strong 
that if Captain Hobson fails to secure 
retirement at the hands of the retiring 
board when be next goes before it, he 
will resign. It 4s understood that some 
time ago he had determined to resign, 
but was ireluced by his superiors to ask 
congress to retire him.

Washington, June 16.—(Special.)— 
A vote wil be taken upon the inter- 
oceanic canal on Thursday of this week, 
and many of the advocates of the Nica- 
ragua-route believe that the Panama 
route will win. 

While Senator Morgan and some of the 
other advocates of the Nicaragua bill 
seem to believe that the passage of a 


} Panama bill by the senate will compll- 


cate the question so that there will be 
no final canal legislation, most of the 
senators who will vote with Senator 
Morgan do not hold to that belief. The 
indications are that if the senate passes 
a Panama bill such a measure would 
recelve prompt consideration in the 
‘house and would command a majority 
there. ~. | 

The discussion of the question in the 
senate has undoubtedly made friends for 
the Panama route. For one thing the 
popular impression that the Walker 
commission changed front when it made 
its last report in favor of the Panama 
route has been dispelled. The country 
has been given the impression that the 
first report wag in favor of the Nica- 
ragua route as the more feasible, and 
that its last report was a complete re- 
versal of its firgt position. 

No Change of Front. 

This is not at all the case. This Walker 
commission, composed of the best engli- 
neers and experts whom President Mc- 
Kinley could find for the work, found in 
its first report that the engineering ad- 
vantages were distinctly with the Pana- 
ma route, but in view of the high price 
the French company placed upon its 
holdings the Walker commission decided 
that the financial advantages were with 
the Nicaragua project. 

In other words, that both canals were 
feasible from an engineering standpoint, 
and that Panama unquestionably had 
advantages, but these advantages, in the 
eyes of the commission, were more than 
offset by the exorbitant price set by 
the French company. 

After this report had been made the 
men who had put all their money in the 
Panama enterprise realized for the first 
time that this government was ready to 
build a canal. The commission in its 
report had estimated the value of the 
Panama company’s holdings at $40,000,000, 
while the company was asking something 
like $100,000,000. The company, realizing 
that the construction of a canal through 
Nicaragua wowld doubtless cause its 
stockholders to lose everything they had 
invested in the enterprise, came down 
from their high horse and said they 
would take $40,000,000, the American esti- 
mate of the value of the holdings. 

It was after this that the Walker com- 
mission submitted its supplemental re- 
port. This indorsed all that was said in 
the original report about the superiority 
of the Panama route from an engineer- 
ing standpoint and showed that, in the 
light of the last offer from the Panama 
their proposition was now the 
better from a financial standpoint. 

A Business Proposition. 

That is the situation in a nutshell. 
Some of the advocates of the Nicaragua 
route have injured rather than helped 
their bill by attempting to discredit the 
commission because of their last report. 

The questions involved are not parti- 
san nor political in any sense. It is a 
plain business proposition. The govern- 
ment hag during the past two years ex- 
pended $1,000,000 in securing the services 
of experts, who have found in both their 
reports that the Panama route has su. 
perior advantages over the Nicaragua 
route. There is a good deal of sentiment 
around the name Nicaragua because all 
of the canal agitation has been made 
under that name, Up to the time the 
French company made its $40,000,000 offer 
the Panama route was considered beyond 
the pale of posSibility, and in all the talk 
about interoceanic canals nothing else 
was heafd except Nicaragua. But the 
proposition which presents itself to the 
senate is not a sentimental proposition 
but is a business matter altogether. 

Cullom for Panama. 

Mr. Cullom, of Illinois, and Mr. Kit- 
tridge, of South Dakota, delivered 
speeches today in advocacy of the Pan- 
ama route. The former based his argu- 
ment principally upon the report of the 
isthmian commission, recominmending that 
route, asserting that he was satisfied that 
a good title to the property could be ob- 
tained. Mr. Kittridge not only strongly 


judgment was much the better, but also 
attacked the Nicaragua plan as lacking 
in definiteness. He pointed out that 
Costa Rica was conatitutionally unable to 
grant the necessary concessions to the 
United States, and if the Nicaragua route 
was selected it probably would be a 
long time before work could be begun, 
even if it ever could be.

thirty-three hours; between a route that 
has been a highway of commerce for 40 
years and one that has never been used; 
between a route the entiré length of 
which there is now in operation a railroad 
worth $7,000,000 and a route with no trans- 
portation facilities. For all these reasons 
the Panama route should be selected.’’ 

Kittridge Advocates Panama. 

Mr. Kittridge, of South Dakota, then 
spoke in advocacy of the Panama route.”

ROOT BACKING 
GOMEZ GRAFT 


Secretary of War Assumes. 
Responsibility for Payments 
Made to Cuban General. 


BUYING OFF GEN. GOMEZ 


DEMANDED BY CONDITIONS 


“Root Explains That Ynu'@s Gomes 


Had Been. Provided for, Another 
Revolution Would Have Bro- 
ken Out in Cuba.

Washington, June 16,—Secretary Root 
has assumed full responsibility for the 
payment of money to General Gomez by 
General Wood during the American oc- 
cupation of Cuba, and if congress asks 
for an explanation of the matter he 
stands prepared to furnish what he re- 
gards as the most convincing proofs that 
the payments were dictated by the wisest 
statesmansfiip. 

At the war department a high official 
stated the position of the war department 
in the nf&tter as follows: 

“The conditions im Cuba two years ago 
Were precarious. Not a Cuban believed 
that the United States government ever 
would withdraw from Cubs and the half. 
famished veterans of the Cuban army 
were jn a dangerous mood and clamoring 
for ‘their pay. General Gomez was the 
head and front of their army, and had 
served the revolutionary cause as its 
principa}] leader without having received 
a cent of pay. General Wood thought, 
and Secretary Root thought afterwards, 
that General Gomez was entitled to con- 
sideration to the extent of a home, which 
was supplied him, and in which he en- 
tertained his comrades, and to an in- 
come, which last might be set down as a 
small offset to the money due Gomes 
from the Cuban republic. That the 
Cubans. themselves regarded the matter 
in the same light was ghown by the 
passage by the present Cuban congress 
among the very first of its acts of a bill 
providing a liberal pension for General) 
Gomez. It is believed that but for this 
assumption of the costs of Gomez's liv- 
ing expenses the conditions in Cuba must 
have paralleled those in the Philippines, 
and the United States government, after 
fighting Spa to secure freedom for the 
Cubans, might have been obliged to turn 
on them the force of h@ armies.

Manila, June 16.—The bodies of the 
sergeant, two corporals and four privates 
of the Fifth cavalry who were captured 
May 30 by Ladrones at Binangonan, 
Risal province, this island, have been re- 
covered.

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SHAH IS SHOCKING ’EM 


WITH HIS IDIOSYNCRASIES 


Cut Shost a Banquet, Kept the Kaiser Busy and 
Worried the Pope-=-In England He Will 
Tackle Ping-Pong.

London, June 7.—(Special Correspond- | 


ence.)—His majesty, the shah of Persia, 
who is coming to London for ping-pong 
and the coronation and who has been tak- 


ing advantage of being in Europe to drop 


in at the courts of some of his fellow- 
monarchs, already has provided several 
surprises for his royal hosts by his rather 
original behavior, and may be counted 
upon to add to the gayety of nations when 
he gets here. 

While at Rome, besides -ruffiing the 
plumage of the vatican officials, the shah 
distinguished himself by cheating the en- 
tire company, at a banquet given in his 
honor, out of all but the two or three 
opening courses of their dinner. The 
feast was given by the king of Italy and 
the cream of the official world was pres- 
ent Perhaps the shah hadn't been es- 
petially hungry to begin with, but how- 
ever that may be, hardly three dishes had 
been ‘served when the visitor from the 
East suddenly rose and unceremoniously 
left the table. Court etiquetts, of course, 
demands that when a royal guest rises, 
every one else should do go, too, so the 
distinguished company were obliged to 
leave their scarcely half-finished dinner

tites. 


Stood for a Snap Shot. 

At Lucerne the shah made another 
small sensation by posing for the camera 
of a pretty American girl tourist. The 
potentate, with his staff, was passing 
by on foot when the girl levelled her ko- 
dak at him.

The shah’'s difficulty with the pope 
arose through his having no minister ac- 
credited to the vatican, but it might have 
been avoided entirely if Cardina] Ram- 
polla had proved less stubborn. The 
shah himself suggested that he should 
pay a visit to the holy father, but was 
told that he could not go to the vatican 
from the residence of the Persian min- 
ister, who is accredited only to the quiri- 
nal. The shah then said he would drive 
with the Belgian minister to the holy 
see and then go to his audience with the 
pope, but Cardinal Rampolla made more 
difficulties, with the result that the Per- 
sian monarch said that he would not go 
to the vatican at all, and he left Rome 
without doing so.

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WOMEN KILLED © 
BY THE BOMBS 


Blnody Work Done by Castro’s 
Forces in Bombardment 
of La guagria. 


PRESENT REVOLUTION 
IS MOST. FORMIDABLE 


More Serious Than Any That Has 
Threatened Castro in Recent 
Years—Unless the Revolution- 

ists Succeed This Time, 
Case Is Hopeless. 


Willemstad, Island of Curacoa, Monday, 
June 9.—Advices received here today an- 
nounce that the Venezuelan revolutionists 
attacked La Guayra, the port of Cara- 
cas, Saturday, June 7. The government 
forces answered by shelling Maiquetia, a 
suburb of La Guayra from the forts 


ashore and from the Venezuelan war ship 
Miranda. Only peaceful women were 
killed 

All the commercial houses at La Guayra 
were closed the day of the bombard- 
ment and the inhabitants were panic- 
stricken. 

Eventually the revolutionists, who num- 
bered about 400 men, were repulsed. 

Castro Facing a Crisis. 

Washington, June 16.—In well-informed 
diplomatic quarters here the impression 
prevalis that the revolution which is at 
present threatening President Castro, of 
Venezuela, is perhaps the most formid- 
able of any that has arisen there during 
the past few years. Nevertheless, as long 
as the revolutionists can be confined in 
their movements to outlying towns and 
be kept away from the central points of 
administration, such as Caracas or the 
citv of Valencia, it is thought here that 
there is no possibility of final success for 
the opponents of the Castro administra- 
tion. 

If the revolutionists fail in their pur- 
pose this time it.is thought the accom- 
plishment of their aim can be relegated 
to a rather distant future.

Queen Alexandra, how- 
ever, accompanied by the prince and prin- 
cess of Wales and other members of the 
royal family, will attend the races in 
state, 

The prince of Wales, conversing with 
the mayor of Windsor upon his arrival 
there yesterday evening, said: 

“King Edward caught a chill in the 
stomach; he is much better, however, al- 
though he will have to be careful. His 
majesty is still troubled with slight pain.”’ 

Sir Francis Laking, physician in ordi- 
nary to the king, and who hag been in 
eonstant attendance upon his majesty 
since he became indisposed at Aldershot, 
is pleased to get King Edward fo Wind- 
sor castle, where he can receive better 
attention than at Aldershot. 

Kng Edward hag lately undergone a 
regular course of massage for rheuma- 
tism. which has troubled him as a result 
of the bad weather. 

After arriving at Windsor last evening 
his majesty was able to walk about the 
castle and receive the guests whom he 
had invited to a dinner party. 

No bulletin of the king’s health has 
been issued. His majesty’s physicians are 
merely advising him to keep quiet and 
to husband his strength as much as pos- 
sible. 

At Liovd’s yesterday there was a big 
rise in the premiums on the king's life 
and upon the chances of his being crown- 
ed June 26. 


NEW RAILWAY DEVELOPMENT. 


Line Proposed from Rutherfordton to 
Asheville, to Columbus. 
Raleigh, N. C., June 16.—(Special].)— 
There is a very interesting railway de- 
velopment. For a month past P. J. 
Latta, of Yorkville, S. C., has been 
making a feconn@sance for a railway 
from Rutherfordton to Asheville and to 
Columbus, Polk county, to pass through 
the great canyon known as the Hickory 
Nut gap. In a week or ten days at most 
the running of the preliminary lines will 
begin. Mr. Latta, who was for eighteen 
years assistant engineer on the Atlantic 
Coast Line, will be chief of the locating 
party, the members of which are to re- 

port to him next Thursday. 

It is now understood that July 1 the 
Southern railway will take over the 
South Carolina and Georgia extension 
railroad. This is the road which was at 
first known as the “Three C’s” and later 
the Ohio River and Charleston, and 
which is now building in Mitchell county, 
striking for the coal flelds in Tennessee. 

In April at Hamlet a man named 
Loughlin, of Henderson, while trying to 
board a car which was being shifted, 
fell and one foot was cut off, the other 
being injured. He now sues the Sea- 
board Air Line for $35,000 damages. The 
company on its side will say he was in- 
toxicated, and that soldiers who were on 
the train tried to prevent him from get- 
ting out and warned him of his danger.

This new line will be 
used instead of the present line to New- 
ton. This is the road which is planning 
an extension via Pineola to the great 
iron mines at Cranberry and thence to 
Tennessee, but at present no work in the 
way of building the necessary link to 
effect this is in progress.

Hazlehurst, Miss., June 16.—Details have 
been received ‘here of one of the most 
horrible tragedies that ever occurred in 
this section of Mississippi. 

‘Louls Westrope, a well-to-do and well- 
known farmer living near the lit‘le vil‘age 
of Brandywine, 30 miles southwest of 
Hazlehurst in the edge of Claiborne coun- 
ty, was attending services at a neighbor- 
Ing church yesterday with this grown 
daughter, 

While there, in the middle of the service. 
@ messenger hastened into the church and 
told him that all of his little children, 
six in number, had bern murdered, his 
home in smoke and ashes, and his wife 
gone, or also murdered, and her body 
probably consumed by the fire which had 
destroyed his home. 

Arming themselves with shotguns and 
repeating rifles and procuring dogs, the 
maie congregation hurried to the scene of 
the awful catastrophe. 

Six Dead Bodies Found. 

Upon arrival five dead children were 
fotind scattered around the premises with 
bullet holes in the head of each child. 
Among the ashes of the ruined home were 
found the charred bones of the infant. 

Diligent search failed to locate the body 
of the mother. Outside of the yard was 
found a bloody apron and tracks leading 
toward a swamp. 

The evidence soon convinced the spec- 
tators that Mrs. Westrope had commit- 
ted the terrible deed. Search was im- 
mediately instituted for her, and she 
was finally Iqceated this afternoon in a 
country grave yard, where she had spent 
the night. 

When she raw the searching party she 
placed the same rifle with which she had 
the day before wrought the destruction 
of her own children to her heart and 
pulled the trigged, the bullet passing 1 
inch below the heart, seriously, but not 
recessarily fatally, wounding her. 

The woman converstd intelligently and 
tail she did not krcw how she came to 
be in the grave yard or what she had 
done yesterday.

MAFIA. SECRETS 
TOLD BY MEMBER

Participant Makes Expose of 
New Crleans Vendetta

Against the Sicilian Idea of Honor 
He Names Those Red-Handed, 
Which Will Aid Police in 
Breaking Up Bloody 
Work. 


New Orleans, June 14—(Special.)—In the 
coroner's inquest gday on the body of 
Bartolo Ferraro, Antonio, Luciano, a Sici- 
lian, gave all the facts of the killing as 


So did his cousin, Luigi Luciano. 

After this and.other Sicilian assassina- 
tions of last week, all the witnesses to it, 
refused to talk. Each declared that he 


any of the shooting. 

They let it be understodd that they 
settled 
courts, Dy the use of the vendetta. This 
sudden change is welcomed by the police. 
It puts a very different light on the recent 
ambush and assassination, brings out the 
truth In regard to them and enables the 
police to suppress the attempt to revive 
the mafia and vendetta In New Orleans. 

In the several shooting affrays of last 
week, three Sicilians were killed, three 
others were fatally wounded and will die 
and several slightly wounded, 

Fatal Warning. 

The trouble dates back to Sicily, but the 
killing began in New Orleans, where the 
Lucianos, Salvadore and Antonio, who 
had get up a maccaroni factory and were 
making money, were warned to leave New 
Orleans at once or be killed. They de- 
clined to go, saying that they would be 
killed as easily in Sicily as in New Or- 
leans and prepared for attack. 

They sent to the conntry and induced 
Luigi Luciano, a cousin, and Vincenzo 
Vutera, a friend, to come to their assist- 
ance. They also laid in a supply or rifles 
and revalvers, and bored holes in the 
ceiling so as to watch for the enemy. 

A few days ago the enemy appeared 
in front of their store in the persons of 
Geneva and Dichristina, whereupon they 
opened fire and a general battle ensued, 
in which both the men were wounded, 
Seneva eeriously. But a few nights af- 
terwards, the other factions attacked the 
Lucianos, taking them by surprise. There 
were seven in all, several of whom were 
mere .bravos employed by the enemy to 
assassinate the LucMtnos They rushed 
in on them so suddenly that Salvadore, 
the elder brother, was cut to pieces with 
knives while he wag writing a letter, and 
before he knew the assassins were on 
him, Vincenzo Vetura was cut and shot 
to pieces and Luigi Luciano was seriously 
wounded. Only one .of the Lucianos, 
Antonio, escaped, but: he used his rifle 
to such advantage that the attacking par- 
ty of seven fied with: three of them 
wounded. 

The next day ‘at the funeral of Salva- 
dore Laiciano, his brother, Antonio, kill- 
éd a man who bent over and kissed the 
corpse, and who proved tto be Bartolo 
Ferraro, a well-to-do Skilian grocer. 

In the inquest today Antonio declared 
that Ferraro had been the man who had 
led the gang of assassins and who had 
muruered his brother; that Geracchi and 
Calamia, two of the wounded men in the 
hospital, were also members of the gang 
and kiiled Vetura, and that the four 
other assassins were hired bravos, who 
worked at the fruit landing, and whom 
he did not know. 


Vendetta Ethics Violated. 

The sta.ement of Luciano giving the 
mames of the assassins and telling all 
the circumstances of the killing, caused 
a surprise, for it is a breach of the Sici- 
lian idea of honor and doctrine, which 
is that it is the family of the murdered 
man and not the law which must punish 
the murderer, and the police feel con- 
fident that there will now be little diffi- 
culty in inducing the Sicilians to talk, 
and, therefore, in breaking up an un- 
doubted attempt to revive the practice of 
the Mafia and Vendetta, which led to the 
parish prison tragedy of eleven 
ago. 

An attempt was made to give some in- 
ternational cast to the affair as Luciano 
is a naturalized American, while Ferraro 
still remained a subject of the king of 
Ital but the Italian consul here, who 
was appealed to, said that he had nothing 
to do with quarrels between Sicilians, 
whether they had become naturalized or 
not,

Columbus, Ga, June 15.—A_ terrible 
Wind, rain and electrical storm did con- 
Biderable damage at Richlawi, 39 miles 
from here, on the Seaboard Air Line this 
_ afternoon. 

J. M. Hurley, a prominent peach mer- 
chant, was instantly killed by lightning. 
He was packing peaches under a shed at 
the time and his wife, who was near 
ffm, was seriously shocked. 

The stores of Layfield and Bell, W. E. 
Htheredge, B. W. Mayo, T. 8S. Chappelle 
and the large Clegg building were un- 
roofed and their stocks almost ruined by 
wind and water. 

The new school dormitory, the negro 
academy, the Methodist church, the new 
Christian church, the new residence of 
Ea Woodward were blown to the ground 
besides numerous small houses and 
shops. Trees were uprooted and gardens 
and crops are ruined. The peach crop 
Buffered greatly. 

The cyclone also wrought considerable 
damage in Alabama,-just before crossing 
the Chattahoochee. A rew church was 
blown down at Rutherford in Russell 
county, Alabama, 

There was a perfect cloudburst 8 miles 
south of Pittsburg. A. D. Robinson and 
Exton Tucker, two Columbus drummers, 
were in the path of the storm a few 
miies south from Pittsboro. Their buggy 
Was capsized, falling on the driver, and 
the team ran awey. .he thre men saved 
themselves from being blown away only 
by clinging to the bushes. There was @ 
terrific downpour and in a short time 
they were lying in a puddle of water 

Mr. Robinson returned to the ciN to- 
might completely drenched. He reports 
that quite a number of houses were 
blown down In that section of Alabama, 
although he heard of no loss of life in 
that vicinity. 


CUTHBERT IS SWEPT BY WIND. 


Beveral Houses Are Demolished. 
Damage Done on Farms. 
Cuthbert, Ga., June 16.—(Special.)—A 
- terrific wind, smacking of a cyclone tn its 
proportions, swept over Cuthbert be- 
tween 2 and 3 o’clock this afternoon. The 
wind was from the northwest. 

It is believed that the damage north- 
west of Cuthbert was more severe, as 
the wind seemed to have parted, one 
track going west and another east of the 
city. Cuthbert appears to have been on: 
the edge. of the western track. A heavy 
rain, loud peals of thunder and vivid 
Nightning flashes accompanied the wind. 
The second Methodist negro church and 
two or three negro houses were demol- 
ished.

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the representatives of the senior and law 
classes. The opening address was by 
William Hardy, of the senior class, on 
“The Trend of the Democracy in Ameri- 
ca.’’ Mr. Hardy is a talented speaker, 
and his address showed much research 
and a comprehensive grasp of the politi- 
cal situation in this country. 

He was followed by E. W. Ragsddle, 
of the senior class, who spoke of “The 
Relation of Our Business Men to Ameri- 
ca.”’ Mr. Ragsdale’s speech was along 
practital lines, and was especially force- 
ful in the handling of the great com- 
mercial questions of the day.

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A BLOODY FIGHT 
IN CARROLLTON 


Prominent Citizens There Be- 
labor Each Other with 
Walking Canes. 


LAWSUIT THE OCCASION 
FOR A GORY DIFFICULTY 


Sheriff Is Notified of the Battle and 
Separates the Two — Both of 
Them Are Too Weak To 
Attend the Court. 


Carrollton, Ga., June 16.—(Special.)—A- 
bloody fight occurred between two of 
the most prominent citizens here in front 
of the court house this morning.

They did so only 
after the sidewalk had been made fo 
present a gory appearance. The case 
over which the fight occurred had to be 
postponed as neither of the men were 
able to attend court.

This recalls the fact that the United 
Confederate Veterans and the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy have in many 
places protested against the particu- 
lar history text-book mentioned above 
and that in perhaps more than one of 
the southern states—certainly in the 
case of Virginia—it has been officially 
excluded from the schools. It is just 
such incidents as this at Louisville 
that has aroused opposition to north- 
ern made histories of the civil war 
period and created a demand for some 
adequate and honest history of that 
era which will not distort truth and 
miseducate southern youth. 

We doubt not the Louisville school 
authorities will take such action as 
will prevent like occasions as this 
Galt case in the future. There are 
plenty of songs, patriotic and other- 
wise, that school children may sing 
without. recourse to those of the 
“Marching Through Georgia” class, 
and there is surely no justification 
for allowing teachers to dictate the 
opinions of children under them upon 
the mooted questions of principle and 
conduct in the civil war.. Those are 
questions of casuistry and ethics that 
‘we do not send our sons and daugh- 
ters to learn in the common schools. 
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The Crisis of the Canal.

Under the protective policy we are 


told that our manufacturing and pro 
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| ductive abilities have so outgrown the 
home markets and home cqnsumption 
that we must exploit new and foreign 
markets, or let our workingmen and 
machinery stand idle much time every 
year. Reciprocity is the republican 
party device for meeting those condi- 
tions, with the proviso that.reciprocity 
must be established with nations that 
‘do not compete with our protected in- 
dustries. The countrics, therefore, 
open to such treatment are those that 
mostly lie in the south Pacific and in 
the Orient, and our best and cheapest 
way to reach them is by the interoce- 
anic canal. Time is not so much the 
essence of our commerce with them 
4s cheapness of transportation. Shut 
up as we now are to the monopoly 
rates of transcontinental railways, 
we are deprived of the absolutely in- 
vincible competitive power that the 
canal would give us. 

The creation of the canal is a pure- 
ly national business rroposition. The 
people have not urged it for partisan 
considerations and do not wish to 
make it an issue of our internal poli- 
tics. The canal is not asked for as a 
democratic or a republican measure. 
The people want it dealt with, settled 
upon and built for the national bene 
fit. For that reason they have in- 
sisted that both the great parties 
should be pledged to its creation and 
both of them stand so pledged in their 
national platforms. The question has 
arrived at the point of decision and 
the whole country expects congress 
to come squarely up to the measure of 
its duty and make the canal a cer- 
tainty of the immediate future. 

Personal prejudices for and against 
either route are not sufficient causes 
for the defeat of the project. The 
fact that until recently the Nicaragua 
route appeared the only one available 
to us, the Panama route being in 
other and supposedly adverse con- 
trol, led many public persons to 
champion the former as of necessity. 
But now we have the alternative of 
either route and the way of wisdom 
would seem to dictate that the presi- 
dent be authorized to negotiate with 
the controllers of both routes, make 
the best terms possible as to either, 
and then choose that one which will 


' be best, safest and most satisfactory 


in meeting our national need. We 
feel sure he would do that work wise- 
ly and honestiy.

The Gospel for the Negro. 

The incident at Big Bethel church 
in this city Sunday evening is signifi- 
cant and encouraging. The church 
has one of the largest of the colored 
congregations of the city and Rev. 
R. B. Stinson, of the Morris Brown 
college, had been invited by Pastor 
Newton to preach to his people. The 
sermon was a practical discourse from 
the text, ‘‘My people perish from lack 
of knowledge,” and the preacher earn- 


the south showid learn the arts of ‘in- 
dustry, self-respect, law-abiding. and 
harmony with their environment. 

There was not a word in the ser- 
mon that should have given offense to 
any good person and certainly should 
not have awakened antagonism in 
the spirit of any who professes to be 
guided by the lessons of the divine 
Master. The purpose of the preacher 
was conservative and wise to a de- 
gree. He isa man of experience with 
the lives of his race, with their strug- 
gles, their vices and their opportuni- 
ties. He is devoting his life to labors 
for their bettermert and he is brave 
and honest enough to tell them the 
truth that would, if adopted generally 
by them, make them free from many 
of the evils they now so universally 
suffer. 

It was significant that the pastor 
of the church took issue with the 
words of the preacher. It promptly 
emphasized to the congregation the 
difference between good counsel and 
bad counsel. By the contrast they 
saw before them an apostle of peace 
and a preacher of a Christ of strife 
and contention. The very act of the 
pastor proved the need for the gospel 
that had just been uttered by Elder 
Stinson. 

It was encouraging, we repeat, to 
have this sharp antagonism between 
typical negro leaders occur in the 
face of tneir own people. Division 
along the line of their differing views 
is desirable. The battle for a true and 
hopeful policy for the negro of the 
future must be fought out between 
those who stand with Stinson for 
honesty, purity and good character 
and those who follow Newton in 
“standing by a negro, whether he 
does wrong or not.” In the long run 
the Stinson gospel will win and the 
Newton’s will be rated among the 
worst enemies of his kinsmen.

Where the 
custom originated we are unable to 
say, but it was brought over with 
other fashions of the day from the 
royal court of St. James. In the time 
of Queen Anne snuff-dipping was all 
the rage in England, but it was by no 
means restricted to the isiand king- 
dom. French and Spanish traditions 
are both spiced ‘with the mellow- 
aroma of the snuff box and no doubt 
the custom of which it was the exter- 
nal emblem reaches back into the 
earliest chronologies. But whatever 
may have been the origin of the cus-

FOR STATE CONVENTION 


| N all probability a rate of one fare 
for the round trip from all parts of 
the state to Atlanta will be secured for 
the state democratic convention, which 
meets here on Wednesday, July 2. 

Chairman E. T. Brown, of the state 
committees, has made application for a 
one fare rate to the Southeastern .Pas- 
senger Association, and he said yester- 
day he had every reason to believe it 
would be granted. It will be definitely 
determined. within.a few- days: and defi- 
nite announcement of it will then be 
made. 

There will likely be some 600 or 600 
delegates to attend the convention, for 
while there are only 340: votes, many 
counties have chosen as many as four 
or six delegates, where they are entitled 
to no more than two votes.

The governor had received replies yes- 
terday from ali the banks to which he 
sent inquiries as to what rate of interest 
would be charged the state for the 
amount needed. The rates quoted were 
from 41-2 per cent down to 3 per cent, 
which is about the lowest figure obtain- 
able this year. 

The offer of 41-2 per cent was from the 
Citizens’ bank of Savannah. Governor 
Candler said he replied that Georgia was 
not a 41-2 per cent state, and could get 
all the money she wanted at a consider- 
ably lower figifre than that.

H. K. SHACKLEFORD WRITES 
OF HIS LITERARY WORK 


The following letter has been received 
from Harvie King Shackleford, an ac- 
count of whos®work as author of juvenfle 
etories appeared in a recemt issue of The 
Sunday Constitution. Mr. Shackleford 
gives some interesting facts about his 
life which have not hitherto been gen- 
erally known. 

The letter follows: 

Editor Constitution: In Mr. Kelly’s very 
complimentary sketch of my literaly work ifn 
last Sunday's issue of your paper, he made a 
mistake—eyidently unintentional—which, in jus- 
tice to myself, as wel; as to others, I feel 
constrained to correct. He atated that I had 
been a Baptist minister with charges at Fair- 
burn and Newnan, which ts an error. I sim- 
ply assisted as a layman in several very 
interesting revivals at the Baptist church at 
Fairburn and at other places. The church 
at Fairburn complimented me with a call to 
occupy their pulpit as pastor, but the call 
not being strictly unanimous, I declined to 
accept it, and never applied for ordination: 
hence I never was an ordainel minieter, but 
simply an ‘‘exhauster.’’ as the late Rev. Jas- 
per would say. I did intend to apply for 
ordination some time afterwarde, but my deaf- 
ness, which was then becoming quite extreme, 
caused me to give up the idea altogether 
and @tick to my literary work. Instead of 
having audiences of but a few hundred, I now 
have at jeast a quarter of a million weekly, 
composed principally of young people of both 
sexes. 

As your reporter has stated, I write nothing 
that can harm any youth to read: in fact, 
thousands of letters have come to my pub- 
lishers from my readers thanking them and 
myself for instruction and knowledge gained 
by reading my stories. Old ase I am—and 
I'm a couple of years older than your re- 
porter states—I am still a boy in spirit, and 
live in spirit with my young readers. 

Three years ago I met with an accident at 
Rockaway Beach in New York, in which my 
right leg and left arm were broken. The 
surgeon informed all those in the hotel that 
“the old man” would live about ten days, 
when fever would get in and take me off, on 
account of my age, full habit and the charac. 
ter of my injuries. My publisher’s demand 
for copy was fo pressing that, after four 
days, I resumed dictating to my typewriter, 
and, as usual, niaced myself in enrapport 
with my young readers. I was a boy again 
with them in all their sports and adventures. 
It took my mind off my troubles, and I 
scarcely had any fever at all. I regarded ft 
as a& demonstration of what I had claimed 
many times before—the triumph of mind over 
matter. The surgeon and all my friends were 
amazed. My wife joined me on the fifth 
day after the accident, dismiesed the profes. 
siona| nurse, took charge of me and brough#d 
me back to Atlanta three months later. I am 
not as lively, physically, as I was, bug 
mentally I travel @ver the entire globe for 
material to be used in my work. 

My publisher will certify to the fact that 1 
deliver weekly to his office manuscript amount- 
ing to forty-five or fifty thousand words, and 
have been doing eo gor years. I am never 
troubled by my publisher with rejected man- 
uecript. 

Another error I would correct is the state. 
ment in the article that I had broken a ler 
in my youth, and thaf it pfevented ainy 
participation on my part in the late ul- 
pleasantness between the north and the south 
It was an arm that was broken. I did neg 
some service, and if any man who wore the 
gray killed more ‘‘graybacks’’ than I did 
I have yet to meet up with him. Had I beem 
able to kill as many yankees the war would 
have ended differently.

Before Federal Grand

IREE WITNESSES HEARD 
AT YESTERDAY’S SESSION 
nilroads Protest That Interstate 
Law Has Not Been Violated.

Ihree witnesses were examined before 
United States grand jury yesterday 
relation to the railroad freight pool 
hich it is alleged exists in Atlanta, The 


witnesses examined were C. E. Pierson, 
traveling agent of the Southeastern 
Freight Association; Edward Jervey, a 
cotton broker of Marietta, and James 8. 
Akers, of the firm of Saunders, Swann & 

o. It is not known what the character 
of the testimony was. The examination 
began at 10 o’clock in the morning and 
lasted until afternoon, when it was post- 
F poned until this morning. 

The other witnesses subpoenaed to ap- 
pear are J. A. Sams, freight agent of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and §t. Louis 
railroad; E. O. Pritchard, soliciting 
freight agent of the Georgia railroad; L. 
L. McCleskey, division freight agent of 
the Southern railway; D. W. Appler, com- 
mercial agent of the Central of Georgia 
railway; Howard Peeples, commercial 
agent of the Southern; 8. P. Parrott, of 
the Southeastern Freight Association, and 
W. L. Magill, secretary of the freight 
association. A number of cotton mer- 
chants will also testify. 

J. M. Culp, fourth vice president of the 
Southern railway, and John M. Egan, 
president of the Central, are among the 
prominent railroad men who arrived in 
Atlanta yesterday to watch the investi- 
gation. 

The subpoenaes were issued upon evi- 
dence gathered by John T. Marchand, 
special attorney of the interstate com- 
merce commission. It is said that some 
time ago the interstate commerce com- 
mission was apprised of a pool existing 
between the railroads in Atlanta in regard 
to the shipping of cotton, and an investi- 
gation was begun on the ground that 
such a pool was in yiolation of the anti- 
trust iaw. 

The cotton men have made some star- 
tling statements about the pool in Atlanta 
and they say that they hav@® knowledge 
of the exact figures of how the cotton 
was apportioned among the railroads for 
shipment. Their figures are as follows: 

Southern railway receives of cotton ship- 
ments 48 per cent. 

Georgia railroad receives of cotton ship- 
ments 17 per cent. 

Seaboard Air Line receives of cotton 
shipments 15 per cent, 

Atlanta and West Point receives of cot- 
ton shipments 10 per cent. 

Western and Atlantic receives of cotton 
shipments 10 per cent. 

The cotton men believe that for some 
reason tne Central raffroad des not par- 
ticipate in this division, but for some 
equally mysterious reason the Central is 
said to pay a pro rata of the expenses 
of the “joint agent’’ of the companies 
who it {ce alleged conduct the pool. 


Railroads Make Denial. 

The railroads, on the other hand, deny 
that a pool exists, and maintain that they 
have not violated any law in letter or in 
epint. They are said to have decided 
what amount eack road can take out, 
ang that the Intefition is only to haul 
owt of Atlanta a reasonable portion of 
the cotton they bring in. The railroads 
claim that in regard to all shipments 
they are absolutely tndependent of each 
other. 

The section of the interstate commerce 
laws which the railroads are said to have 
violated is as follows: 

“That it shall be unlawful for any com- 
mon carrier, subject to the provisions of 
this act, to enter into anv contract, agree- 
ment or combination with any other com- 
mon carrier, or carriers, for the pooling 
of freight and competing railroads, or to 
divide between the aggregate or net pro- 
ceeds of the earnings of such railroads, 
or any portion thereof,”’ 

It is claimed that the same. state of 
affairs exists in Atlanta for which several 
prominent railroad men in Memphis were 
recently indicted by the federal grand 
jury at that place Notwithstanding the 
indictments, the railroads protested that 
no pool existed in Memphis and that the 
railroads were all living up to the Itnter- 
state commerce law in relation to the 
handling of all kinds of freight. They 
claimed that the evidence upon which the 
indictments were secured was not suf- 
ficient. 

The examination will be continued this 
morning at 19 o'clock and several brokera 
will probably be put on the stand to tell 
what they know about the operation of 
the alleged pool. If the investigation re- 
sults in any indictments being found and 
any of the railroads are found guilty, the 
penalty is a fine of $5,000.

Fireman on Southern Railway Met

[HEAVY CROP OF 
GEORGIA FRUIT 


President Egan Says Ship- 
ments Will Be Larger from 
South Georgia, 


WILL MOVE 200 MORE CARS 
OF PEACHES THAN IN 1900 


Will Also Be a Heavier Movement of 
Cantaloupes—Fruit in Splendid 
Condition in Southwest 
Georgia, but Short in 
Northern Part. 


Georgia Elbertas, the fatrest of the 
peach crop, will soon begin to move to 
market and Georgia cantaloupes will keep 
them company. 

According to the latest advices those 
who have been predicting an extremely 
short crop of these fruits will be consid- 
erably disappointed. While the total of 
the Georgia peach crop will undoubtedly 
be much less than last year, that of the 
peach section around Marshallvilje and 
Fort Valley gives promise of even a more 


abundant supply. 

President John M. Bean, of the Central 
of Georgia railway, was in the city yes- 
terday. President Egan takes a deep 
and actiye interest in the fruit crop, and 
he is the first offictal head of the road 
to have anything like a careful and: ac- 
curate system of reports made upon it. 
There are few men in the state, there- 
fore, who know any more about the fruit 
situation than does President Egan. 

“We will move from 100 to 200 more 
cars of peaches from the Marshallville 
and Fort Valley dfstrict this year than 
last,” Mr. Egan said to a representative 
of The Constitution. ‘‘Last year that sec~- 
tion furnished about 1,200 cars, and this 
year we are counting on between 1,300 and 
1,400. The peaches tn this section have 
been hurt very little by weather or other 
conditions, and the crop is not only 4 
good one, but the fruit is of the best 
quality. . 

Peaches Already Moving. 

“We moved five cars of peaches from 
Marshallville and Fort Valley oh Satur- 
day,” Mr. Egan continued, “but these 
were the early varieties. The movement 
of these, however, will probably continue 
right along until the Elbertas are ready 
for shipment. 

“The Elbertas will 
shipment until about June %, or some 
time between then and July 1. Then they 
will, a little later on, move with @ rush 
until the crop is exhausted. 

“It ia true the peach crop in the north- 
ern part of the state is not in so good 
a condition. The peaches were consider- 
ably damaged by the early frosts and the 
crop will be considerably short. There 
will be a short crop from similar causes 
in Spalding county and that section, but 
a good yield is promised a little lower 
down around Barnesville and Forsyth. 
The peach’ crop in Putnam county fs also 
very promising.” 

Cantaloupes Are Coming. 

Referring to the prospects for canta- 
loupes. Mr. Egan said: 

“Cantaloupes will begin to move in car 
load lots about the same time as the 
Elberta peach. Like the peaches the 
cantaloupes in the southwestern part ag 
the state this year are in fine condition, 
and according to our advices we will 
have to move something like fifty cars 
more of them than last. 

“The Rockv Ford cantafupe which 
has been grown by J. H. Hale near Mar- 
shallville for the last three years is prov- 
ing a great favorite in the northern mar- 
kets and the yield this year will be the 
largest vet had of this variety. It is an 
excellent frult and as good a carrier as 
the Elberta peach. This cantaloupe was 
brought to Georgia from the Rocky Ford 
section of Colorado and has done splendid- 
| ly in Gergia. th

MAKES FIGHT FOR HIS LIFE 


Continued from First Page. 


rough belgian blocks considerably dis- 
turbed the proceedings and Judge Candler 
instructed Deputy Sheriff Jones to place 
an officer at the corner of Hunter and 
Pryor streets and the corner of Hunter 
Btreet and Central avenue and refuse to 
ullow wagons to pass along that block. 

“I am not certain that I have the legal 
right to close a public street,’’ stated the 
judge, “but I intend to do so anyway. 
It is absolutely necessary that the jury 
and attorneys hear what the witnesses 
@re saying ”’ 

“You might enjoin the wagons from 
passing, your honor,’ said Solicitor Hill 
with a smile. 

“Or put them in jail,’’ interposed At- 
torney Reuben Arnold. 

Large Crowd Present. 

The court room was densely 
throughout the session and Judge Candler 
had to finally order the bailiffs to stand 
guard at the doors and refuse admittance 
to others, who sought to get in. People 
began gathering in the room an hour be- 
fore the court convened at 8:45 o'clock, 
and at that hour it was crowded. The 
Spectators manifested much interest in 
the proceedings. 

E«vfore the Lee case was cau.ed five 
panels of jurymen were sworn in, Judge 
Candler remarking: 

“That number will probably be neces- 
sary.’’ 

The prosecution is being conducted by 
Solicitor Charley Hill, assisted by At- 
torney Ed Suttles, a brother of Miss Sut- 
ties, and Attorney. Claude C. Smith, an- 
other relative. The defense is represented 
by Attorneys Reuben Arnold, Jr., and 
Lowry Arnold. The former examined the 
witnesses yesterday. 

After the five panels of jurymen had 
been sworn Judge Candler called the Lee 
case and asked Solicitor Hill if he was 
ready for the state. The solicitor called 
over his list of witnesses and announced 
ready. . 

“We are ready for the defense, your 
honor,” said Attorney Arnoid, after call- 
Ing his witnesses. He waived formai ar- 
raignment and entered a special plea of 
Insanity. 

The twelve men who are to determine 
this issue were then @osen and are as 
follows: 

A. J. Mullins, J. R. Kay, John T Smith, 
W. P. Bedford, J. C. Hanson, T. F. Rob- 
erts, E. A. Moon, R. L. Duncan, W. Z. 
Johnson, R. D. Echols, W. R. Stovall and 
J. M. Hunter. 

The usual criminal! cofirt custom was 
Separted from in the swearing in of the 
jury. Only two questions were asked, 
and these by Judge Candler, instead of bv 
the solicitor. The jurors were asked if 
they had formed an opinion as to which 
side should prevail in the case, and if 
they had any desire or wish as to which 
side should prevail. 

Lee Enters Court Room. 

While the preparations for the trial 
were proce@iing further Solicitor Hill 
suggested that the prisoner should be 
brought into the court room. Lee was 
then taken from the prisoner’s room by 
Deputy Sheriff Jones and brought into 
the room. 

The slayer walked to the seat assigned 
him near his attorneys in a languid man- 
ner and apparently perfectly indifferent 
to his surroundings. He kept his eyes 
to the floor and walked with somewhat 
of a stagger, as though weak. As he 
took his seat he heaved a deep sigh. 

On the prisoner’s face was a growth 
of short, dark beard. His demeanor 
throughout the session was unconcerned. 
Occasionally he would raise his eyes and 
glance in front of him. He sat with his 
right elbow on the arm of his chair and 
with his head resting on his hand. 

The aged father of Lee, who is a para- 
lytic, occupied a seat at the table of the 
defense and near his son. He was 
brought into the court room on a chair 
between two men. Jack Lee,a brother 
of the prisoner, sat next to the de- 
fendant. 

About the state’s table and near 
licitor Hill were seated Dr. John 
Suttles, father of Miss Suttles; Ed 
Suttles, her brother; W. H. Abbott, an 
uncle, and Claude C. Smith, a relative. 

J. A. Lee, father of the prisoner, was 
the first witness. He testified that MIil- 
lard Lee is 25 years of age. In answer 
to a question “as to the characteristics 
of Millard, Mr. Lee replied: “He was 
always a feeble and silly boy.” 

At this juncture Solicitor Hill stated 
that he did not intend to interpose many 
objections, but that he desired to state 
at the outset that under the law the wit- 
nesses would have to confine their testi- 
mony to facts, and that he would object 
to any statements about the reputation 
of Lee as being insane. 

Told of Queer Conduct. 

Mr. Lee, on resuming his testimony, 
stated that at times his son would talk 
sensibly and that at other times he 
would sit with his head hung down and 
begin crying. He said the boy had been 
afflicted with such spells since he was 
4 years of age, and that they would be 
accompanied by pains in the head. 

“Did your son sleep well, Mr. 
askked Mr. Arnold. 

‘Well, at times he was restless and 
would scream out during the night. He 
would also some times walk in his 
sleep.”’ . 

The witness also told of two occasions 
on which Lee had left his home without 
cause and without any explanation or 
telling anyone of his intentions.

On cross-examination by Solicitor Hill 
it was shown that Lee had engaged in 
farm work, had ginned cotton, had con-

vised the cutting, hauling and selling of 
wood; also that he had done other work. 
The witness stated further that he had 
sold Millard some land, and that his son 
paid him $50 down and that he trusted

“Mr. Lee, your son shaved and dressed 
himself and hitched up his horse and 
buggy on the Sunday morning of the 
killing, did he not?” inquired Mr. Hill. 

“Yes, sir,”’ was the reply. 

In answer to a question from Mr. 
Arnold the witness Stated that his son 
had frequently left his work without ex- 
cuse. In reference to the farming ex- 
perience Mr. Lee said his son had never 
oe enough off of the farm to feed one 


The Mother Testifies. 

Mrs. Lee, the aged mother of the de- 
fendant, was next placed on the stand. 
Owing to her age it was necessary to as- 
Sist her to the stand. She said she was 
47 or 48 years of age at the time of the 
birth of Millard. 

‘Mrs. Lee, how was your boy like other 
boys? Was he different from an ordi- 
nary boy in any respect?” asked Mr. Ar- 
nold., 

“Yes, sir, he was different,”’ replied the 
witness. “His mind did nat, seem right 
and he talked disconnectedly.’’ 

“Well, Mrs. Lee, how did he act when 
he appeared not to be right?’’ 

He would turn pale and sit down ana 
cry and have little to say. We could not 
get his mind on anything.”’ 

“Did your son ever tell you he had tried 
to commit suicide?’ 
hing, sir, but he told some of the neigh- 

This answer was ruled out, 

“How has you gon been this spring?’ 
was next asked. 

“He had been much worse this spring,” 
Was tne reply. 

The witness stated that Millard appear- 
ed to be under a spell on the Saturday 
preceding the killing and on Sunday 
morning; that he was very pale, 

Mrs. Lee also testified to the same 
facts as did her husband about Lee leav- 
ing home and about his work. She said 
in addition that ner son never had any 
bad habits that she knew of; was never 
under the influence of whisky and had 
never before been arrested. 

“Mrs. Lee, did you know of your son's 
attachment to the young lady?” asked 
Mr. Arnold. 

“Yes, sir. 
constantly.”’ 

In answer to a question the witness 
said Lee had been talking of Miss Sut- 
tles five or six years. 

She stated that from all of her obser- 
vations of her son, she considered him 


He talked about her almost 


of unsound mind. 


Jack Lee, brother of the prisoner, was 
called an testified as to Lee's past history. 
The witness said he had been away from 
his parents for seven years. He said 
his brother sometimes showed good sense 
and sometimes would seem to have no 
sense a all. 

‘What were his principal peculiarities?” 
asked Mr. Arnold. 

“His greatest peculiarity was to go off 
by himself and cry.”’ 

“When were these spells the worst?’ 
was the next question. 

The reply was: ‘In the spring time.” 

He testified that when under a spell 
his brother seemed to be unconscious of 
his surroundings. He gave it as his opin- 
ion that Lee is of unsound mind. He 
said Lee appeared not to relish company 
and that when talking he would not look 
a person straight in the face, 


Was Not Like Other Boys. 

On cross-examination by Mr. Hil], the 
witness stated that he had geen his 
brother at parties, but that he did not 
act as other boys. It was also shown 
that Lee had been a member of a base- 
ball ‘nine about three years ago. 

In answer to a question from Mr. Hin, 
the witness stated that no steps had evér 
been taken to place Lee in the asylum. 

Ea Harwell, a young man, who had 
been a schoolmate of Lee, testified as to 
his actions when a bey and in later 
years. He said he had always been con- 
sidered weak-minded. He told of seeing 
Lee at gatherings and said that he would 
act in a strange manner, 

In answer to a direct question from Mr. 
Arnold, the witness stated that he thougat 
Lee was irresponsible at times. 

J. H. Dollar, a railroad man, was the 
next witness. He had lived in Adamsville 
and knew Lea He had always consider- 
ed him kind of crazy and cranky. 

James Dollar next went on the stand. 
Hig testimony was to the effect that he 
had gone to scnoo) with Lee and had 
found him to be a peculiar boy. 

He said that when he had seen Lee he 
thought he knew the difference between 
right and wrong, this in answer to a 
question from the solicitor. 

P. McDonald, who is related to Lee by 
marriage, testified that the boy had never 
appeared very bright. 

Solicitor Hill brought out the fact that 
Lee had done some ginning for Mr. Me- 
Donald when Lee was running a public 
gin, and that he had acted intelligently 
about taking out the toll. 

Jim Livsey, a brother in law of the de- 
fendant, gave it as his opinion that Lee 
is of unsound mind. He told of a visit 
Lee made to his house, saying that he 
acted strangely. He said he had never 
been able to engage Lee in an intelligent 
conversation. 

When this witness had finished court 
took a recess until 2 o'clock. 


Motion for Mistrial. 


The afternoon session was the mdst in- 
teresting of the day. It was then that 
the motion for a mistrial was made by 
Attorney Arnold; the expert testimony 
heard, and during which several spats 
occurred between Solicitor Hill and At- 
torney Arnold.

doctors were being examined and engaged 
in repartee, which brought forth laughter. 
At one time Mr. Arno. jJimped to his 
feet and exclaimed: 

“Your honor, my friend here beats any- 
body I have ever seen. He seems to be 
trying to provoke a laugh.”’ ‘ 

“Il am not trying to provoke a laugh. 
I am merely endeavoring to honestly get 
at the true facts,” rejoined the solicitor. 

V. 8. Arnold was the first witness after 
the reconvening of court. His evidence 
was in substance that he believed Lee 
to be of unsound mind. 

William Avery, a farmer, testified that 
Lee passed by his house shortly after tha 
killing; that he was crying and holding 
a handkerchief to his face. Lee told him 
of his act, the witness stated, and de-. 
clared that he loved Miss Suttles so that 
he couldn’t help it, saying also that he 
wanted to dle. 

*‘Lee had a pistol when he said he want- 
ed to die, did he not?’’ inquired the so- 
licitor. 

“I did not see a pistol,’ replied the 
witness. 

Further cross-examination developed 
the fact that the witness told Lee he 
would be mobbed before he reached home 
if he was not careful, and that after Lee 
walked away a short distance he began 
to run, 

Thomas F. Lee, a brother of the de- 
fendant and a farmer, testified that he 
had always considered Millard an idiot. 

Frank Harwell, a cousin of Lee, was the 
next witness. His testimony was along 
the same line as the other witnesses. 

John McDonald had Known Millard “Lee 
all of his life. He gave testimony as to 
his peculiarities and said he believed him 
insane. ; 

“What relation are you to Lee?” asked 
the solicitor. 

“A first cousin.’ 

“Did vou ever hear anybody in the 
neighborhood talk of Lee “being crazy 
until after the killing?’’ again asked the 
solicitor. 

‘“T never heard anyone say anything 
about the matter except Lee’s father and 
mother,” 

State’s Witness Used. 

Mr. Arnold desired the fact of the kill- 
ing to go into the record and to prove 
the killing, placed W. D. Oliver, a state’s 
witness, qn the stand 

‘‘Lee was | church during the service,”’ 
said the witness, ‘‘and after service he 
approached Miss Suttles and began to 
taik to her. She turned away and Lee 
touched her. When Miss Suttles turned 
toward him, Lee said something to her 
and I saw a jJook of surprise on ner face. 
I could not hear the conversation. I saw 
Lee’s lips quiver and thought he was 
about to cry. He reached his hand around 
to his pocket; pulled Kis pfstol and fired, 
the first shot striking Miss Suttles in the 
side and the second in the back. I1 did 
not see Lee as he left the church.”’ 

Mr. Arnold asked the witness if he did 
not see a grin on Lee’s face after the 
shooting. 

‘He seemed to have a mad look on his 
face,"’ was the answer. 

The first expert testimony was intro- 
duced when Dr. Ed Griffin was placed on 
the stand by the defense, and when asked 
as to Lee’s mental condition, said: 

‘I considered him an imbecile at the 
time of the examination.”’ 

He further stated that he discovered a 
malformation on the lower jaw. He said 
he believed this to be a fallure of the 
chin bones to connect. 

Mr. Arnold then put a hypothetical 
question. He enumerated various pecu- 
lHiarities, which had been developed in the 
evidence and the main facts of the killing, 
and asked the doctor his opinion of the 
mental condition of a man, thus affected, 
who would do such a thing. 

“IT would think he was suffering from 
a mental form of epilepsy,’ was the an- 
swer. 

Mr. Hill also asked a hypothetical ques- 
tion, to which the witness replied: 

“If he was suffering from mental epi- 
lepsy I believe he would be unconscious 
of his acts.” 

Mr. Hill and Mr. Arnold engaged in 
another tilt over the question and an- 
swer. ‘ 

‘“‘My brother Arnold has a spell himself 
once every minute,’’ exclaime@é Mr. Hill. 

This sally brought forth a laugh from 
the judge, jury and spectators. 

More Expert Testimony. 

Dr. T. V. Hubbard was the next wit- 
ness. He made an examination of. Lee 
and found him to be of weak mind and 
of low order of intelligence. Would class 
him as a weak-minded man to start with. 
Found him to be absolutely indifferent 
to his surroundings. Did not think he was 
feigning at any time when examined. 
Did not seem to appreciate his condition. 

Mr. Arnold asked the witness if Lee 
appeared to have any fear of death. Mr. 
Hill objected to this querry, stating that 
the witness could not tell what feelings 
the defendant might have regarding 
death. Considerable repartee was in- 
dulged in at this point and Judge 
Candler said he would be forced to. put 
counsel for the defense and the state on 
different sides of the room to put an end 
to side remarks. Mr. Hill then withdrew 
his objection, saying he did so in the in- 
terest of time. , 

Mr. Hill then wanted to know if law- 
yers had not been to the jail to see the 
prisoner before the witness saw him. The 
witness did not know as to this. The so- 
licitor then asked if he did not know that 
Lee was feigning and had fooled all the 
doctors? 

At this point Attorney Rube Arnald 
created a sensation by immediately mov- 
ing for a mistrial on the ground that 
the state had declared in open court that 
the prisoner was feigning insanity and 
had duped the medical men. The motion 
was overruled. Judge Candler warned the 
attorneys for defense and state that they 
would have to stop arguing with each 
other and the witnesses. 

It was brought out that Lee had sub- 
scribed for The Constitution and an 
afternoon paper. Mr. Hill endeavored to 
show by the witness that Lee could have 
learned in this way that insanity would 
be the plea in his defense and could 
thereby prepare himself for an investiga- 


tion. 

Jailer J. J. Fain wag placed on the 
stand by Mr. Arnold to show that Lee 
had never been visited by his attorneys 
except when accompanied by one or more 
of the jail deputies. 

Believes Lee a Paranoiac. 

Dr. Robert Westmoreland was the third 
expert witness introduced. He _ said he 
examined Lee at the jail and considered 
him of very ordinary intelligence. The 
enormity of the crime, he said, would 
tend to prove the man insane. Personal- 
ly he regarded Lee as a paranoiac. 

E. A. Donohue said he had known Lee 
for some time, but had ver heard of 
his being insane until the time of the 
shooting of Miss Suttles. Donohue was a 
witness for the state and upon the cross- 
examination by Mr. Arnold he said he 
had talked with the young fellow but lit- 
tle. He admitted that he did not know 
much about Lee. 

County Officer J. C. Oliver knew Lee 
for eight. years and was present at his 
capture the morning after the shooting. 
Lee recognized him at Mapleton and said: 
“John, I'm not going to do anything.” 
Oliver searched him and found a pistol 
with three cartridges and two empty 
shells. Lee told him he killed Miss Sut- 
tles because “he loved her; she did not 
care for him and he could not help it.” 

Witness sald he was of the opinion Lee 
told him he was at Mapleton to catch a 
train, but whether for Atlanta or Bir- 
mingham, he did not know.. He stated 
about $98.83 was found on Lee when he 
wag captured. Oliver remembered meet- 
ing Lee on Whitehall street last Christ- 
mas eve and Lee told him he had jdst 
bought a present for his sweetheart. a 
young man said it was a purse, .which if 
diven * at a jewelry store would have 
cost $, But that he secured it for much 
less than that at a harness store. 

On the cross-examination Officer Oliver 
said he did not remember ever having 
geen Lee calling on Miss Suttles. He 
knew Lee liked the young woman. bubif 
he gave him any encouragement witness 
aid not know it. She seemed to shun the 
young man, Oliver said. He regarded Lee 
as somewhat peculiar, but Milliard 
“struék him as being like all the Lees, 
peculiar people.” 

J. A. Oliver explained that on the day 
of the shooting/he was seated in the pew 
behind Miss Suttles. After the service 
he walked down the aisle and was talking 
to some one when he heard a shot. He 
looked around and saw Lee shoot Miss 
Suttles the second time. 

When the witness concluded court ad- 
journed for the day.

@ drop of i-{6d in spot cotton in Liverpool, 
atly disturbed commission house longs here, 

ot until July had droppeu to 8.60 and Au- 
gust to 6.33 was there any senibiance of a 
Change for the better. Predictions that to- 

orrow’s weekly crop weather report from 

‘ashington will be less favorable than that 
of last week, particularly as concerns the 
central and western belt, caused a quick turn 
of smaller shorts for cover, on which July 
jumped to 8.65 and August to 8.38. but in 
the last hour liquidation and bear pressure 
broke out and prices once more workea down- 
ward, The market closed barely steady and 
net 5 to 15 points lower. Total saies were 
estimated at 150,000 bales. 


Review of New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, June 16.—The market for spot 
cotton was very quiet. Cables were un- 
favorable, Liverpool being worse than ex- 
pected. The local market in sympathy with 
Liverpool declined |-i6c on dli grades, witn 
sales of 950 bales, inciuding 500 to arrive. 

The future market opened with a loss of 
4 to 5 points on ail months traded in, fol- 
lowed soon after by a reaction on buying or- 
ders coming trom those who bélieve that the 
drought will continue. “he reaction, how- 
ever, soon wore away and a decline set in 
which lasted to the close, the net losses on 
-the day being 9 points on June, 16 on July, 
ji on August, 9 on September and 5§ to 6 on 
the more distant months. While there were 
no reports of rain in Texas or other parts 
of the cotton belt, the expectations of rain 
storms had their effect on prices. 


The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, June 16.—The spot market has 
been slow today with only a limited number 
of buyers in attendance. Business through 
other channels has been of ordinary dimen- 
‘gions.

New York, June |6.—Cotton futures opened 
quietly with first prices generally | to + 
points lower.

Later the Hst stiffened up siightly on 
all months excepting July. The latter seemed 
to get very .ittle support from any direction, 
and the lack of buying power in this connec- 
tion encouraged general selling by professional 
bears. Thé better feeling in the general mar- 
ket for a time was the result of official re- 
ports to the effect that practically no rain 
had fallen west of Georgia over the Sunday in- 
tcrval. The south Atlantic states, however, 
were pretty thoroughly covered with scatter?d 
rains, thus setting at rest all drougiit talk 
for that district. The forecast gave no pros- 
pect for soaking ruins tonight or temorrow for 
the central and wettern portions of the belt, 
and this for th= mcment alone prevented 
the bears from making a demonstration. Howe 
ever, the persistent liquidation in the July 
option had a rather bad effect on the general 
list and caused a drive of selling to appear 
throughout the whole market.

No Material for Bear Campaign. 


Henry Clews & Co., in their weekly review 
market conditions, say: . 
“The crop situation as a whole is very en- 
couraging. In spite of the reduction of wheat 
acreage, the present outlook ig for a crop of 
about 640,000,000 bushels. This is more than 
100,000,000 decrease compared with the crop 
of 1901; but last year was a banner year, 
and the prospect is that we shail have a 
wheat crop that has been exceeded only once: 
that was by the crop of 1898, when the total 
yield was 675,000,000. Nothing is yet defin- 
itely Known concerning the corn crop, though 
a larger acreage is considered inevitable in 
view of recent high prices, and a second fail- 
ure such as last year is beyond all reasonable 
probabilities, So, the country seems fairly 
|} assured of ample wheat and corn crops. The 
same is true of cotton, in which the slightly 
increased acreage and improved conditions 
suggest a somewhat larger crop than the last 
one, If these three important crops turn out 
well, we may be assured of another eeason of 
good business in the south and west. A gool 
surplus for export is highly desirable, as the 
recent tendency of our foreign trade has been 
toward decreased exports and diminished trade 
balances; and it wculd be mich more conven- 
flent for us to ship corn, cotton and wheat 
rext winter than gold, of which we may have 
plenty, but which it is. desirable to retain if 

we are to preserve easy money rates. 
“The industrial outlook is somewhat con- 
fused by the aggressive. attitude of labor, 
which if not moderated is Iikely to check en- 
terprise, for even presemt abnormal acti. ity 
cannot continue indefinitely to face increase 
cost of production. If costs are pushed much 
higher we slall unquestionably see gn en- 
forced curtailment of both production and con- 
sumption that would in the end react most 
seriously upon labor itself. With more stead- 
iness in the labor situation there is good rea- 
son to hope for another year of satisfactory 
business. In the money market there ig 
practically no change. Closer rates may be 
temporarily expected previous to the July dis- 
bursements, but. easy rates will generally 
prevail until crop demands begin: The sit- 
uation will be additionally relieved by the 
abolishing of war taxes after July !, which 
have tended to unnecessarily lock up funds 
in the treasury. Bank loans throughout the 
country stil. show large expansion, chiefly the 
result of borrowing by strong syndicates and 
others. Some contraction has recently taken 
place, and the character of borrowing explains 
the absence of uneasiness at large expansion, 
The fact that the banks are well loaned up 


of 


; [acts as a powerful restraint upon the promo- 


tion of undesirable schemes, of which there 
would be an uncomfortable array were it not 
for the increased difficulty of financing suc} 
schemes fmposed by bankers. There its still an 
an.ple supply of funds for all legitimate pur- 
poses. 

‘Conditions are thus favorable for a good 
trading market for some weeks to come. There 
is no material for a bear campaign, and a 
bull campaign would be rather difficult to 
inaugurate until the big leaders are’ agreed 
and the public shows a sharper appetite for 
stocks, which it is very likely to do after 
sufficient rest. Already there is an improving 
investment demand for good securities, which 
promises better things when the time is ripe 
for action. In many respects the market 
position is better than at any time since 
President McKinley’s death; and the same 
powers are still under the market which sus- 
tained it then and have persistently supported 
it ever since. When the public appetite for 
speculation revives, when funds now locked up 
in syndicate operations are released, when 
some of the deals now in the air approach con- 
summation, when the crop outlook becomes 
more certain, when labor moderates its de- 
mands, we may look for a revival of confidence 
and general improvement. Meanwhile, good 
stocks bought on recessions are likely to afford 
a profit if eold on the moderate rallies, the 
outlook being, as said abdWe, favorable to 4 
good trading market.’’
